Mr*  Chciirman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  honoured  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1970. 

Once  again  I have  to  report  a further  slight  decrease  in  the 
population  of  the  District o The  first  five  years  of  the  past  decade 
showed  a somewhat  fluctuating  population  figure,  but  the  latter  five 
years  have  shown  a small,  but  steady  decline.  The  same  trend  is  seen 
in  respect  of  the  number  of  live  births,  although  this  year,  there  has 
been  a slight  rise  in  the  number  of  live  births.  The  number  of 
deaths  has  fluctuated  more  or  less  around  the  same  figure  during  this 
periods  The  adjusted  death  rate  for  the  district  of  9"1,  is  well 
below  that  of  11.7  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  The  causes  of 
death  follow  the  national  trend j the  main  cause  being  disease  or 
failure  of  the  heart  or  cerebrovascular  system.  The  second  commonest 
cause  of  death  is  malignant  disease  of  one  form  or  another.  Of  the 
total  of  233  deaths,  127  were  due  to  heart  or  circulatory  disease  and 
42  due  to  cancer,  that  is  very  roughly  a one  in  two  chance  of  dying  of 
heart  failure  and  a one  in  five  chance  of  dying  of  cancer. 

The  year  was  again,  very  free  from  infectious  disease,  cases  of 
measles  being  the  only  infection  to  be  reported  in  any  number.  Only 
89  cases  were  reported.  The  year  should  have  been  a bad  one  for 
measles  as  the  infection  shows  a two  yearly  cycle,  and  the  last  bad 
year  was  1968.  It  is  encouraging  to  see  from  the  table  on  page  9, 
that  119  children  were  immunised  against  measles,  and  this  without 
doubt,  helped  considerably  to  keep  the  namber  of  cases  of  measles  down. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanlcing  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  your 
Health  Committee  for  the  interest  you  have  shown  in  the  work  of  the 
Department  during  the  year.

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The  number  of  applications  for  improvement  grant  shov;s  a marked 
increase  and  this  vrould  appear  to  be  a direct  result  of  the  amended 
and  simplified  provisions  contained  in  the  Housing  Act  1969.  The  sxjiiis 
paid  also  shov;  an  increase  v/ith  the  grant  of  £1000  becoming  fairly 
common* 

Publicity  regarding  improvement  grants  has  been  made  by  central 
government  and  this  has  stimulated  enquiries*  It  is  difficult, 
hov/ever,  to  assess,  vdien  dealing  \d.th  applicants,  the  effect  that 
national  publicity  has  on  this  matter#  It  may  be  that  publicity  in 
local  nev/spapers  would  have  a greater  effect  since  people  v;ould  gain 
an  impression  that  the  information  was  directed  at  them  in  their  parish. 


HOUSING  SURVEY 


A survey  of  houses  in  the  rural  district  commenced  in  May,  1970 
and  was  completed  in  March,  197 lo  As  most  of  the  work  v/as  done  in 
1970  the  results  are  therefore  included  in  this  annual  report. 

The  inspections  v/hich  were  carried  out  were  not  detailed  or 
exhaustive  but  v/ere  intended  to  give  a broad  view  of  the  housing 
conditions  in  the  district.  In  the  main,  the  survey  covered  those 
dwellings  with  a rateable  value  of  £19  and  under.

Inspections  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  of  food  premises. 
Minor  infringements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  have  been  dealt 
\vith  as  a matter  of  routing  and  there  has  been  no  need  to  recommend 
t!iat  formal  action  be  tal^en.  As  mentioned  in  a previous  annual 
report  the  single  village  shop  which  sells  a variety  of  goods  does 
pose  problems  with  regard  to  food  hygiene.  To  some  extent  the  sale 
of  pre  vn'apped  and  packaged  food  obviates  some  of  the  handling 
difficulties  but  space  and  layout  are  often  at  a premium  and  prevent 
easy  access  for  cleaning.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


In  December  a further  reorganisation  of  the  collection  service 
took  place.  Two  Dennis  Norba  60  cu.  yd,  vehicles  were  introduced 
into  the  scheme  to  join  a Ford  Norba  50  cu,  yd,  vehicle.  The  relief 
vehicles  being  two  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  18/25  cu,  yd,  freighters.  The 
reorganisation  gave  a weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  district  and  approximately  6G^  of  the  dwellings  receive 
a back  door  collectiono 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


In  December  the  Refuse  Pulveriser  was  brought  into  use.  The 
plant  consists  of  a reception  hopper,  atomised  water  spray  dust 
suppressor,  feeder,  pulveriser,  product  conveyor  and  electrical 
control  gear.  The  pulveriser  is  a Tollemache  vertical  shaft  ballistic 
sorter  pulveriser  capable  of  dealing  v/ith  approximately  15  tons  of 
crude  refuse  per  hour. 

From  the  limited  amount  of  operating  experience  there  appears  to 
be  little  doubt  that  an  immediate  reduction  of  50%  in  volume  is 
obtained  plus  a marked  further  reduction  when  the  material  is  tipped,

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  from  the  two  sites  at 
Framlingham  and  Sibton  has  continued  during  the  year  and  the  results 
sent  to  Narren  Spring  Laboratory.  This  being  part  of  the  National 
Survey  of  air  Pollution,  There  has  been  little  change  in  the  results 
over  the  past  year,  the  figures  showing  very  slight  amounts  of  solid 
particles  and  carb^  dioxide  in  the  air  sampled, 

NOISE  ABATEMENT 


This  is  the  first  time  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  comment  on 
a noise  problem  in  the  district.  Early  in  1970  the  Council  received 
complaints  of  noise  from  a new  animal  feed  mill  in  Framlingham,  Tlie 
noise  emanated  mainly  from  three  exhaust  air  outlets  on  the  roof  of 
the  mill,  and  was  such  that  there  was  no  doubt  that  a nuisance  existed. 
An  abatement  notice  was  served  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  and 
the  Noise  Abatement  Act  i960.  Whilst  some  work  was  carried  out,  the 
nuisance  was  not  abated  and  the  matter  v/as  brought  before  a Magistrates 
Coiirt  at  Frar.ilingham,  The  Company  elected  at  the  hearing  to  con- 
tribute largely  towards  the  Council*s  costs  and  abate  the  nuisance 
’rtdthiii  three  months.  The  Council's  noise  consultant  was  also  engaged 
by  the  Company,  and  under  his  instructions  remedial  work  has  been  put 
in  hand.  The  noise  level  was  reduced  to  a degree  which  complied  v/ith 
the  British  Standard  4143/1967  Method  of  Rating  Industrial  Noise, 

Whilst  statutory  action  was  taken  there  was  at  all  times  good  co- 
operation from  the  mill  management. 

T\>ro  points  arise  from  this  problem.  The  first  is  that  a 
statutory  nuisance  has,  as  far  as  the  local  authority  are  concerned, 
to  c:d.st  before  formal  action  can  be  taken.  This  often  means  in  the 
case  of  a noise  nuisance  that  a considerable  amount  of  time  must  be 
spent  in  obtaining  noise  level  readings.  The  statutory  procedures 
xvhich  then  follow  are  also  time  consuming  and  there  is  often 
dissatisfaction  expressed  by  members  of  the  public  at  the  apparent  lack 
of  progress  in  dealing  v/ith  the  matter. 

The  second  point  which  arises  is  a lesson  in  that  wherever  possible 
the  local  authority  should  be  given  information  on  the  machinery  etc, 
to  be  placed  in  a building  together  ivith  typical  values  of  noise  level 
v/hen  in  use.  The  situation  and  consturction  of  a factory  will 
considerably  affect  and  adpst  these  readings  but  then  submission  at  the 
planning  stage  would  mean  that  consideration  is  being  given  to  the 
problem.

The  table  lists  <b.e  number  of  applications  which  are  registered 
and  a high  proportion  of  these  are  discussed  with  your  officers  before 
submission.  The  staff  time  which  is  taken  up  in  consufetion  is 
considerable  but  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  builder  or  client  finds 
this  helpful  and  in  turn  this  brings  a reasonable  standard  of 
construction  within  the  district. 

The  village  bid.lder  who  has  been  established  for  many  years 
continues  to  carry  out  most  of  the  improvement  work  in  the  areas , and 
the  standards  of  work  are  usually  satisfactory.  As  sewerage  schemes 
begin  to  make  an  impact  there  will  be  damands  for  small  estate 
development  and  builders  v/ill  come  from  a v/ider  area.  The  demand  is 
difficult  to  assess  and  it  may  be  slov/  acting,  but  it  could  affect  the 
ano'jnt  and  degree  of  inspection  that  can  be  made  available
